The line of business men, holding 
tickets to the luncheon, began te

Long tables were provided for the 
ticket holders, who were members 
of the chamber, the attendance be- 
ing Limited to the organization. 

Mrs. Wilson, escorted by James E. 
Smith, chairman of the Reception 
Committee, entered the dining hal! 
before the President's arrival. The 
women accompanying her were Mrs. 
Smith, Mrs. Henry W. Kiel and Mrs. 
Clarence H. Howard. 

The lunchers rose for Mrs. Wilson, 
and they cheered loudly when the 
President appeared, escorted by 
Jackson Johnson, president of the 
Chamber of Commerce. The’ band 
played “America,” but changed to a 
lively bit of jazz as soon as the 
President had taken his seat. 

Mrs. Wilson's costume was of navy 
bive satin, with short sleeves and 
rather low neck. She wore a toque 
of blue satin and velvet:

When a photographer called the 
assemblage to attention, Mrs. Wilson 
shielded her face with a large 
bouquet of roses, keeping her fea- 
tures out of the picture. 

The thing which apparently 
pleased Mrs. Wilson most was the 
almost exclusive program of jazz 
music by the orchestra. She smiled 
with amusement at the acrobatic an- 
tics of the xylophone player as he 
danced about and pounded the meta! 
keyboard with his hammers. Except 
for “America,”” which was played as 
the diners were taking their seats 
the whole musical accompaniment 
was of the snappy, fox-trotting, boll- 
er-factory jazz variety. 

Mrs. Wilson commented pleasantly 
about the music with the women at 
her table.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept. 
4.—The following is the text of 
President Wilson's speech deliv- 
ered nere: 

My Fellow Citizens—So great 
a company as this tempts to 
make a speech (laughter and 
applause) and yet I want to say 
to you in all seriousness and so- 
berness, that I have not come 
here to make a speech, in the 
ordinary sense of that term. 

I have come upon a very so- 
ber errand, indeed. I have 
to report to you upon the work 
which the representatives of the 
United States attempted to do 
at the conference of peace on 
the other side of the sea, be- 
cause I realize, my fellow citi- 
zens, that my colleagues and I, 
in the task we attempted over 
there, were your servants. We 
went thére with a distinct er- 
rand, which it was our duty to 
perform in the spirit which you 
have displayed in the prosecu- 
tion of the war and in conceiv- 
ing the purposes and objects of 
that war. 

Revigws Cause of War. 

I was in the city of Columbus 
this afternoon, where I was en- 
deavoring to explain to a body 
of our fellow citizens there just 
what it was that the treaty of 
peace contained, for I must 
frankly admit that in most of 
the speeches that I have heard 
in debate upon the treaty of 
peace, it would be impossible to 
form a definite conception of 
what that instrument means. 

I want to recall to you for the 
purpose this evening the cir- 
cumstances of the war and the 
purpose for which our men 
spent their lives on the other 
side of the sea. 

You will remember that a 
Prince of the House of Austria 
was slain in one of the cities of 
Serbia. Serbia was one of the 
small kingdoms of Europe. She 
had no strength which any of 
the great Powers needed to 
fear. 

As we see the war now, Ger- 
many and those who conspired 
with her made a pretext of that 
accusation in order to make un- 
conscionable demands for the 
weak and h®pless kingdom of |. 
Serbia, not with a view to 
bringing about an acquiescence 
in those demands, but with a 
view to bringing about a con- 

. flict in which heir purposes, 
quite separate from purposes 
connected with these demands, 
could be achieved. 

Wanted No Paricy. 

Just as soon as these demands 
were made, other nations of Eu- 
rope sent telegraphic messages 
to their representatives at Vi- 
enna and Berlin, urging them to 
ask the Governments of Vienna 
and Berlin to enter into discus- 
sion of these matters. I was re- 
calling, my fellow citizens, the 
circumstances which began the 
terrible conflict that has just 
been concluded. 

So goon as the unconscionable 
demands of Austria were made 
on Serbia, the other Govern- 
ments of Europe sent telegraph- 
ic- messages to Berlin and Vi- 
enna asking -that the matter be 
brought into a conference, and 
the significant circumstances of 
the beginning of this war is that 
the Austrian and German Gov- 
ernments did not dare to discuss 
the demands of Serbia ‘or the 
purpose which they had in view. 

It is universally admitted on » 
the other side of the water that 
if they had gone into an inter- ¢ 
national conference on the Aus- , 
trian demands the war never ° 
would have been begun. ) 

Shows Safeguard. ) 

There was an insistent demand 
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from London for example, by the 
British Foreign Minister, that the 
Cabinets of. Europe should be given 
time to confer with the Govern- 
ments of Vienna and Berlin. The 
Governments at Vienna and Berlin 
did not dare to admit time for dis- 


cussion. 
Iam recalling these circumstan- 


‘and such a concert of the purpose 
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ces, my fellow-citizens, because I 
Want to point out to you what ap- 
parently has escaped the attention 
of some of the critics of the league 
of nations, that the heart of the 
league of nations does not lie in 
any of the portions which have 
been discussed in public debate. 
The great bulk of the provisions of 
that covenant contained these en- 
gagements and promises on the 
part of the states which undertook 
to become members of it. 

That in no circumstances will 
they go to war without first hav- 
ing either submitted the question 
to arbitration—in which case they 
agree to abide by the result, or 
having submitted the question to 
discussion by the council of the 
league of nations, in which case 
they will allow six months for the 
discussion, and engage notto goto 
war until three months after the 
council has announced its opinion 
upon the subject under dispute. 

Reminds of Promise. 

So that the heart of the covenant 
of the league is that the nations 
solemnly coyenant not to go to war 
for nine months after a controversy 
becomes acute. 

If there had been nine days’ dis- 
cussion Germany would not have 
gone to war. If there had been nine 
days within which to bring to bear 
the opinion of the world, the judzg- 
ment of mankind upon the pur- 
poses of these Governments. they 
never woukd have dared to execute 
those purposes. 

So that what is ingportant for us 
to remember is thaf##¥hen we sent 
those boys in khaki across the sea 
we promised them, we promised 
the world, that we would not con- 
clude this conflict with a mere 
treaty of peace. We entered into 
solemn engagements with all the 
nations with whom: we associated 
ourselves, that we would bring 
about such a kind of settlement, 


of nations that wars like this could 
not again occur. 
Wrong of Belgium. 

If the war has to be fought over 
again then all our high ideals and 
purposes have been dtsapvointed, 
for we did not go into this war 
merely to beat Germany. We went 
into this war to beat all purposes 
such as Germany entertained. 

We are presently, my fellow 
countrymen, to have the very 
great pleasure of welcoming on 
this side of the sea the Queen 
and King of the Belgians. (Ap- 
plause) And I, for one, am per- 
fectly sure that we are going to 
make it clear to them that we 
have not forgotten the violation 
of Belgium; that we have not 
forgotten the intolerable wrones 
which were put upon that sur- 
fering people. I have seen their 
devastated country. Where it 
was not actually laid in ruins, 
every factory was gutted of its 
contents; all the machinery by 
which it would be possible for 
men to go to work again was 
taken away, and those parts of 
the machinery that they could 
not take away were destroyed 
by experts, who knew how to 
destroy them. 

Explains Article X. 

belgium was a very successful 
competitor of Germany in some 
lines of manufacture, and the 
German armies were sent there 
to see to it that the competition 
was puta stopto. Their purpose 
was to crush the independent 
action of that little kingdom— 
not merely to use it as a gate- 
way through which to attack 
I'rance. And when they got into 
I’rance they not only fought the 
armies of France, but they put 
the coal] mines of France out of 
comimission, so that it will be a 
decade or more before France 
can supply herself with coal 
from her accustomed sources. 

You have heard a great deal 
about Article X of the covenant 
of the league of nations. Article 
“ speaks the conscience of the 
world. Article X is the article 
which goes to the heart of this 
whole bad business, for that 
article says that the members of 
this league—and that is intend- 
ed to be all the great nations of

speech will be 


the world—engage to resist and 
to preserve against all external 
aggression the territorial integ- 
rity and political independence 
of the nations concerned. That 
promise is necessary in order 
to prevent this sort of war re- 
curring. and we are absolutely 
discredited if we fight this war 
and then neglect the essential 
safeguard against it. 
Morally Bound. 

You have heard it said, my fel- 
low citizens, that we are robbed 
of some degree of our sovereign 
independence choice by articles 
of that sort. Every man who 
makes a choice to respect the 
rights of his neighbors, deprives 
himself of absolute sovereignty, 
but he does it by promising 
never to do wrong, and I can- 
not, for one, see anything that 
robs me of any inherent right 
that I ought to retain, when I 
promise that I will do right. 

We engage, in the first sen- 
tence of article 10, to respect 
and preserve from external ag- 
gression, the territorial integrity 
and the existing political inde- 
pendence, not only of the other 
member states, but of all states, 
and if any member of the league 


). of nations disregards that prom- 


ise, then what happens? The 
council of the league advises 
what should be done to enforce 
the respect for that covenant on 
the part of the nation attempt- 
ing to-violate it. 

And there is no compulsion 
upon us to take that advice—ex- 
_cept the compulsion of our good 
conscience and judgment’. So 
that it is perfectly evident that 
if, in the judgment of the peo- 
ple of the United States, the 
council adjust a judged wrong, 
and that this was not an occa- 
sion for the use of force, there 
would be no necessity on the 
part of the Congress of the 
United States to vote to use 
force. 

No S@trrender by UT. S. 

But there could be no advice 
of the council on any such sub- 
ject, without a unanimous vote, 
and the unanimous vote would 
include our own, and if we ac- 
cepted the advice we would be 
accepting our own advice. For I 
need not tell you that the rep- 
resentatives of the Government 
of the United States would not 
vote without instructions from 
this Government at home, and 
that what we united in advising 
we could be certain that our 
people woulte-desire to do. 

There is in that covenant not 
one note of surrender of the in- 
dependent judgment of the 
Government of the United 
States, but an expression of it, 
because that independent judg- 
ment would have to join with 
the judgment of the rest. 

But when that judgment 
going to be expressed, my fel- 
low citizens? -Only after it is 
evident that every other resource 
has failed. And I want to call 
your attention to the central 
machinery of the league of na- 
tions. 


is 


Shows Penalties. 


If any member of that league, 
or any nation not a member, 
refuses to submit the question 
at issue, either to arbitration or 
to discussion by the council, 
there ensues automatically by 
the engagements of this cove- 
nant absolute economic boycott. 
There will be no trade with that 
nation by any member of «the 
league; there will be no inter- 
change of communication by 
post or telegraph: there will be 
no travel to or from that nation; 
its borders will be closed: no 
citizen of another state will be 
allowed to enter it and no one 
of its citizens will be allowed to 
leave it. 

It will be hermetically sealed 
by the united action of the most 
powerful nations in the world, 
and if this economic boycott 
bears with unequal weight, the 
members of the league agree to 
support one another, and to 


relieve one another in any ex- {5 


ceptional disadvantages that may 
arise out of it. 
Bloodicss Methods. 

And I want you to realize that 
this war was won not only by 
the armies of the world, but it 
was won by economic means as 
well. Without the economic 
means the war would have been 
much longer continued. What 
happened was that Germany was 
shut off from the economic re- 
sources of the rest of the globe 
and she could not stand it, ana 
a nation that is boycotted is a 
nation that is in sight of surren- 
der. 

Apply this economic, peaceful, 
silent, deadly remedy and there 
will be no need for force. 

It is a terrible remedy. It does 
not cost a life outside the nation 
boycotted, but it brings a pres- 
sure upon that nation, which, in 
my judgment, no modern nation 
could resist. 

I dare say that some of those 
ideas are new to you, because, 
it is true, as I said this after- 
noon in Columbus, that appar- 
ently nobody has _ taken the 
pains to say what is in the cov- 
enant of the league of nations. 

Read Treaty! 

They have discussed three— 
chiefly three—out of 26 articles. 
and the other articles contain 
this heart of the matter. that 
instead of war there shall be 
arbitration; instead of war there 
shall be discussion; instead of 
war there shall be the closure 
of intercourse; that instead of 
war there shal! be the irresistible 
pressure of the opinion of al] 
mankind. 

I need not tell you that I speak 
with knowledge in this matter—- 
knowledge of the purpose of the 
men with whom the men repre- 
senting America were associated 
at the peace table. Every one I 
consulted with came there with 
the same idea, that wars had 
arisen in the past because the 
strong had taken advantage of 
the weak, and that the only way 
to stop war was to band our- 
selves together to protect the 
weak. 

And so, when you read the 
covenant, read the treaty with it. 
No Doubt of Result. 

I have no doubt that in this 
audience there are many men 
who come from that ancient 
stock of Poland, for exsample— 
men in whose blood there is a 
warmth of qld affections con- 
nected with that betrayed and 
ruined country; men whose 
memories run back to insuffer- 
able wrongs endured by those 
living in that country: and I eall 
them to witness that Poland 
never could have won unity and 
independence by herself. 

Those gentlemen sitting in 
Paris presented Poland with a 
unity she could not have won. 
and an independence which she 
cannot defend, unless the world 
guarantees it to. her. 


I am not arguing this thing 
with you, my fellow citizens. as 
if I had any doubt of what the 
verdict of the American people 
would be. I haven't the slight- 
est doubt. I just wanted to have 
the pleasure of pointing out to 
you how absolutely ignorant of 
the treaty, and of the covenant, 
some of the men are who have 
been opposing it. 

If they do read the English 
language they do not understand 
the English language as I un- 
derstand it. If they have really 
read this treaty and this cove- 
nant they only amaze me by 
their inability to understand 
what is plainly expressed. So 
that my errand upon this jour- 
ney is not to argue these mat- 
ters, but to recall you to the 
real issues which are involved. 

Not Party Question. 

Afhd one of the things that I 
have most at heart in this re- 
port to my fellow citizens is that 
they should forget what party I 
belong to, and what party they 
belong to. I am making this 
journey as a Democrat, but lam 
spelling it with a little ‘‘d,”’ and 
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I don’t want dnybody to re- 
member, so far as this errand is 
concerned, that it is ever 
spelled with a big “‘D.”’ 

Il am making this journey as 
an American, and as a cham- 
pion of the rights whith Amer- 
ica believes in, and I need not 
tell you that as compared with 
the importance of America, the 
importance of the Democratic 
party, and the importance of 
the Republican Party and the 
importance of every other par- 
ty, is aboslutely negligible. Par- 
ties, <ny fellow citizens, are in- 
tended to embody in action dif- 
ferent policies of Government 

They are not, when properly 
used, intended to traverse the 
principles which underlie Gov- 
ernment and _ the _ principles 
which underlie the Government 
of the United States have been 
familiar to us ever since we 
were children. 

Turns to Article XI. 

1 want you to notice another 
interesting point that has never 
been dilated upon in connection 
with the league cf nations. I am 
now treading upon delicate 
ground and I must express 
myself with caution. 

There were a good many del- 
egations that visited Paris, wait- 
ing to be heard by the peace 
conference, who had real causes 
to present, and which ought to 
be presented to the view of the 
world. But we’ had to point out 
to them that they did not hap- 
pen, unfortunately, to come 
within the area of settlement; 
that their questions were not 
questions which were necessari- 
ly drawn into the things that 
we were deciding. 

I, therefore, want to call your 
attention, if you will turn to it 
when you go home, to Article 
XI, following Article X of the 
covenant of the league~of na- 
tions. 

Everybody’s Business. 

That Article XI, let me say, 1s 
the favorite article in the trea- 
ty so far as I am concerned. 
It says that every matter which 
is. likely to affect the peace of 
the world is everybody's busi- 
ness and that it shall. be the 
friendly right of any nation to 
call attention, in the league, to 
anything that is likely to affect 
the peace of the world, or the 
good understanding between 
nations upon which the peace 
of the world depends, whether 
that matter immediately con- 
cerns the nation ‘drawing atten- 
tion to it or not. 

In other words, at’ pres- 
ent we have to mind our own 
business. Under the covenant 
of the league of nations we can 
mind other peoples’ business 
and anything that affects the 
peace of the world, whether 
we are parties to it or not, can, 
by our delegates, be brought to 
the attention of mankind. 

There is not an oppressed 
people in the world which can- 
not. henceforth, get a hearing 
at that quorum, and you know, 
my fellow citizens, what a hear- 
ing will. mean, if.the cause of 
those people is just. The one 
thing which those who have 
reason to dread, have most rea- 
son to dread, is publicity and 
discussion; because if you are 
challenged to give a reason why 
you are doing a wrong thing, it 
has to be an exceedingly good 
reason and if you give a_ bad 
reason you confess judgment 
and the opinion of mankind 
goes against you. 

Secret Treaties. 

There is another thing in this 
covenant, which was one of a 
number of difficulties that we 
encountered at Paris. I need 
not tell you that at every turn 
in these discussions we came 
across some secret treaty, some 
understanding that had never 
been made public before; some 
understanding that embarrassed 
the whole settlement. 

I think it will not be improper 
for me to refer to one of those 
matters. When we came to the 
settlement of the Shantung ques- 
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tion with regard to China, we 
found that Great Britain and 
France were under specific 
treaty obligations to Japan that 
she should get exactly what she 
got in the treaty with Germany: 
and the most that we could do— 
I mean the most that the United 
States could do—was to urge 
upon the representatives of Jap- 
an the very fatal policy that was 
involved in such a settlement 
and obtain from her the prom- 
ise, which she gave, that she 
would not take advantage of 
those portions of the treaty, but 
would return, without qualifica- 
tion, the sovereignty which Ger- 
many had enjoyed in Shantung 
province to the republic of 
China. : 
Repeated Assurances. 

We have had repeated assur- 
ances since then that Japan in- 
tends to fulfill those promises 
in absolute good faith. But my 
present point is that there stood 
at the very gate of that settle- 
ment, a secret treaty between 
Japan and two of the great 
Powers engaged in this war on 
our side. We could not ask 
them to disregard these prom- 
ises. This war had been fought, 
in part, because of the refusal 
to observe the fidelity which is 
involved in a promiseo. in a 
failure to regard the fairness of 
treaties. 

This covenant of the league of 
nations provides that no secret 
treaty shall have any validity. 

When you look at the cove- 
nant of the league of nations 
thus, in the large, you won- 
der why there is a bogy to any- 
body; you wonder what influ- 
ences have made gentlemen 
afraid of it; you ‘wonder why it 
is not obvious to everybody, as 
it is to those who study it with 
disinterested thought. that this 
is the central and essential cove- 
nant of the whole peace. 

Put Up or Shut Up. 

You would think, to hear some 
discuss this covenant, that it is 
an arrangement for sending men 
abroad again just as soon as 
possible. It is the only conceiv- 
able arrangement which will 
prevent our sending our men 
abroad again very soon. (Ap- 
plause.) And, if I may use a 
very common expression, I 
would say, ‘If it is not to be this 
arrangement, what arrangement 
do you suggest to secure the 
peace of the world? It is a case 
of put up or shut up.’ 

Opposition is not going to save 
the world; negations are not go- 
ing to construct the polities of 
mankind. <A great plan is the 
only thing that can defeat a 
great plan. The only triumphant 
ideas in this world are the ideas 
that are organized for battle. 
The only thing that equals an 
organized program is a better 
program. 

If this is not the way to se- 
cure peace, I beg that the way 
may be pointed out. If we must 
reject this‘ way, then I beg that 
before I am sent to ask Germany 
to make a new kind of peace 
with us I shouid be given specific 
instructions as to what kind of 
peace it is to be. 

Something Better. 

If the gentlemen who don't 
like what was done _  im® Paris 
think that they can do some- 
thing better, I beg that they 
will hold their convention soon 
and do it now. They cannot, in 
conscience, or good faith, de- 
prive us of this great work of 
peace without substituting some 
other that is better. 

And so, my fellow citizens, I 
look forward with profound 
gratification to the time, which 
I believe will now not much 
longer be delayed, when the 
American people can say to their 
fellows in all parts of the world, 
‘We are the friends of liberty; 
we have joined with the rest of 
mankind in securing the guaran- 
tees of liberty; we stand here 
with you, the eternal cham- 
pions of what is right, and may 
(;od keep usin the covenant that 
we have formed.’

In- 
deed at present they are being re- 
lieved at a rapid rate. Officers and 
“men employed at the peace confer- 
ence are being demobilized in Paris 
or sent immediately to the § tbiuse 
ports. Several thousand men re 

}now waiting at Brestand St. Naz 
jand will be en route for home wit 
in three days, 

This jobd of clearing up is not 
simple as it sounds. It includes the 
work of guarding prisoners of War, 
discharging foreign labor employed 
by the American Expeditionar,s 
Force, settling legal claims and the 
like. and will take at least a month 
or two longer. So long as any sol- 
diers remain abroad thére must be 
medical and quartermaster detath- 
ments to care for them’ likewise. In 
Germany, 1000 or more men will re- 
main at Coblenz so long as the War’ 
Department sées fit to keep them 
there. In France their release de- 
pends principally upon the speed 
with which German prisoners can 
be repatriated A very small corps 
of 500 or 600 men may remain in 
Paris until the beginning of next 
Vea!

Shall I Buy a Dishwasher? 
By MRS. CHRISTINE FREDERICK,

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F there is one task in the home 
which 99% per cent of all women 
loathe and despise, it is the work 
of washing the dishes! Any woman 
who “just loves to wash dishes” 
please rise and have a Cross for 
Special Valor pinned on her apron!
